The following special conditions shall apply to this Export Promotion Scheme 
relatiog to Cinematographic filins, exposed : 
(1 ) Import licences under this scheme will normally be issued against past 

exports and foreign exchange realised in respect thereol . Advance 
licences may, however , be issued for reasonable value 1or import of 
unexposed cinematographic films both black and white and coloured , 
required to the conipletion of a picture and / or making out prints 
of a completed picture . The producers / exporter s applying for advance 
licences should enclose with the application the contracts , it any, 
entered into with foreign exhibitors for export of the films to the 
foreign countries. The advance licences will be granted subject to 
the condition that the licensce will undertake to export the him and 
earn forcign exchange in the ratio of 1 : 4 or 4 : 6 according as the film 
is black and white or coloured iespectively and he will be required 
to execute a bond supported with a Bank Guarantee for an amount 
equal to the value of import for fulAlment of the export obligation . 
ln deserving cases the licensing authority may , with the previous 
approval of the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports , accept bonds 
for a lesser amount depending upon the past export performance of 
the licensee and the amount of advance received along with the 

contracts ior export of the film to forcign countries. 
(ii) Utilisation of Import Entitlement.-- Any import of uncxposed cinemato 

graphic Alms made against the licenses granted under tlle Export 
Promotion Scheme will have to be reported to the licensing authority 
and unless the licensee is a producer and has obtained prior permission 
for use of the stock for his own production after satisizing the 
prescribed conditions, the imported raw films will only be sold against 
release orders of the licensing authority at such a profit margin as 

may be permitted by that authority . 
2 . The reyised Export Promotion Scheine relating to Cinematographic films, 
exposed , embodied in this Public Notice which will come into operation with effect 
from 1st July , 1963 will supersede the scheme previously announced in the 
Government of India , Ministry of Commerce and Industry Public Notice No, 
98 - ITC ( PN ) /58, dated the 19th November, 1958 as amended from time to time.
